In the little town of Bolton, MassachuHctts, located abotit 30 miles 
from Uo.ston, reached by a ride on a railroad train of 24 miles and by 
H stage coach of hIx miles, is a solidly conHtructed little church, dedi­ 
cated in ITD.'J, almost a hinidred and twenty-two years ago. 
Within 
the last few weeks that church has had its first reshingling. 
Think 
of a shiiif^lcd roof lastiiif,' one liurulred and twenty-two years, you 
('alifornians, w h o are accustomed to patching your roof a few weeks 
after the contractor turns it over to you ! 


This Bolton church roof was covered with what is known as " o l d 
g r o w t h " i)ine, si)lit, not sawed, shingles, some of which were foiuid 
last week to be in a condition that promised half a century more of 
usefulness. 
In those good old (hiys builders knew mighty little aboiit 
sawed shingles, " o i l " or tin roofs. 
The hou.ses under the roofs were 
nlso built for keeps. 
They were not of the balloon frame pattern, 
they had house raisings in those old days and the thing.s raised were 
heavy oak, on hewn timbf^, 10x10, that are today as sound as when 
they were "raised.". 
Tht? writer knows because he has seen them, 
luis .slept in rooms of houses that were traversed by those big oaken 
beams, has tapped them and found tlu^m as sound as they were when 
Jirst imi i/i position in 1080, two hundred and thirty-four years ago. 
AS'hfit arc known as "('Riiforni:i-l)ui]t 
lious(!s" had not then 
been 
heard of. 
'i'hey were not then satisfied to build just to last luitil 
aftcrnoi>n.
